REMARKS 

Claim Rejections 

Claims 1-15 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable 
over U.S. Pat. Pub. No. 2001/002906 to Rune ("Rune") in view of KPA 10-2001-0004954 to 
Jang et al. ("Jang"). The Examiner alleges that Rune discloses a transceiving unit 601 and a 
controller 602 and 603 which analyzes and transmits packets according to the destination address 
of the packet (paragraphs [0035-0037]), and further alleges that Jang discloses selection of a 
slave server as a temporary master based on slot usage. 

The Examiner concedes, however, that the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
increasing the number of slot usage according to a destination recorded in the packet. Applicants 
have amended claims 1,7, 10 and 13 to include this feature. Applicants respectfully submit that 
independent claim 1, 7, 10 and 13 are now patentable over the prior art. Claims 2-6, 8, 9, 1 1, 12, 
14 and 15, which depend from one of claim 1,7, 10 and 13 are patentable at least by virtue of 
their dependence. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication that claims 16-18 have been allowed.
